OTTAWA, Sept. 11. —(CP)— 
Employment totals, and payrolls 
too, were at an all-time high in 
Canada at the beginning of July. 


according to figures released yes- 
terday by the Dominion bureau 
of statistics. How these totals 
would be affected by subsequent 
strikes has not been officially 
estimated yet. 

Substantial increases in indust- 
rial employment at the beginning 
of July over a month earlier were 
reported by 17,760 employers in 
the eight major industrial groups 
General improvement was indicated 
in all provinces and in most groups 
both manufacturing and non-man- 
ufacturing 

Although the expansion was sea- 
sonal in character, the percentage 
gain in Canada, as a whole, was 


slightly above the average. The 
combined working force totalled 
1.946.032 men and women, an 
increase of 46,964 persons, or 25 
per cent over Abe June 1 total 
Weekly salaries and wages rose 
oA per cent.

When the mother comes to ac 
cept the map as a regular event 
she is due for an eye-opener. Some 
fine day, when the child is about 
3 years of age, she will find him 
hammering at the door demanding 
to be let out becatse he doesn't 
want to sleep 

If told that he must and to lie 
down and be quiet, he creates a 
real rumpus. Angry at his incar- 
ceration and wanting to be re- 
vengeful, he spends his time tear- 
ing his chest drawers apart and 


jseattering their contents around 
the floor. When this is done he 
throws his toys around, making 


furious noises the while to indicate 
his refusal to accept this old and 
familiar ceremony 

Just as you can't make a horse 
G@rink though led to water, neither 
can you make a child sleep, despite 
his nearness to the bed. But you 
can sell him on the idea of a rest 
period or as Arnold Gesell calls it 


“a play nap.” and thus set up 
again a situation that is hospitable 
to sleep 


He should be assured he doesn't 
need to sleep, if he doesn't feel 
like it. He can get out of bed and 
play if he wishes. But since this 
is a rest period, ft will be better 
if his clothes are removed, the 
shades down and be as quiet as 
possible. Show him the clock and 
indicate on it where the hands will 
be when he can get up from his 
play nap 


Children easily fall into the 
moods we suggest. This is the quiet 
time and if the mother talks in 


low tones, keeps the house quiet 
even lies down for a rest herself 
she will find the child quite willing 
to stay some allotted time in his 
bedroom. 

He may not be able to sleep, for 
the capacity to sleep is a dimin- 
ishing one. But, he can play quiet- 
ly in his bed or on the floor, be 
spared the excitement of active 
play alone or with other children 
and be ready in an hour or longer 
to be dressed and made ready for 
the afternoon 

If he is much younger than three 
when this happens, push his bed- 
time hour forward an ‘hour in
